“I left my home in Ferguson 
last Friday. I had $10. I went to the Ar- 
lingten Hotel, at Seventh and Morgan 
streets, and have been stopping there since.

When Mrs. Nation was in Topeka last 
week David, the husband, went there to 
advise her. But she sought other advisers 
and made him stay in the room and an- 
swer her correspondence. She also gave 
him the cold shoulder when she decided to 
go East. 

“You are too old, papa, to take this trip,’’ 
he says she told him. David is 70 years 
of age. 

As a further humiliation Mrs. Nation 
called David to the stage during a woman's 
meeting and introduced him as the man 
who was her husband. She asked him to 
make a speech, and just as he was getting 
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warmed up to his subject she called aloud, 
“‘Now, papa, you had better quit and run 
for the train. I Want you to go back home 
and take care of the place while I am 
away.” 

All these things have stirred Mrs. Na- 
tion’s husband to a high pitch of rage. 
His hands were clenched and his voice 
trembled as he talked with the correspond- 
ent today about his wife. 

“I married this woman because I needed 
some one to run my house,’ said Mr. Na- 
tion. “She showed me that she had stern 
qualities and could manage things care- 
fully and with economy. We went to Tex- 
as and set up in business. In a short time 
I accumulated $200,000. 

“l attribute my financial success largely 
to her. But she is so hard to manage when 
she wants to do ecnything! 

“In Medicine Lodge, when we went there 
to live.” Carrie started on her rampages 
again. What made me angry was that she 
kept telling me she was smashing saloons 
because her first husband died of drink 
and she feared I would do the same. She 
has a2 warm spot in her heart for little 
children and we raised several orphans. 

“Well. when I saw that she was deter- 
mined to keep up her fight on whisky I 
let her ge, and decided I would have noth- 
ing to do with it. I knew the law well 
enough f&and felt sure that they could not 
punish her for it. So as long as it pleased 
her so well to go out saloon smashing I 
never said anything more.”’ 

Mr. Nation then related how his wife 
used to get up in the night and pray for 
the deatruction of saloons and every time 
a tornado came along she would go into 
the back yard xnd pray that it would clean 
out every saloon in Medicine Lodge.

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VIENNA, Feb. 11.—Former King Milan 
of Servia is dead. He died of pneumonia. 


Milan was the most profligate monarch 
in Europe. He has been the champion 
spendthrift, excepting nobody. His debts 
ran far above 10,000,000 francs when he was 
on the Servian throne. He borrowed from 
his cabinet ministers, from his tax offictals, 
from the princes who visited him, from the 
money lenders of Berlin and Vienna. No 


moneyed man who once came within his 
reach escaped him. No seeker after crosses 
or stars went undecorated from his door 
if he had the cash with which to pay for 
the royal honor. 

Milan made his Belgrade palace a gam- 
blers’ resort. Gambling was the order of 
the night as well as day, and when there 
was no longer a man to gamble with Milan 


company of Austro-Hungarian fair women 
to entertain him. Once he imported a whole 
burlesque troupe.fl At another time he had 
at his palace for a week the happy chorus 
of a comic opera company. 
beautiful Natalie, who had endured about 
every variety of debauch known to Balkan 
manhood, lost patience when the chorus ar- 
rived and left the palace to Milan and his 
riotous crew. She was a woman of ordinary 
Russian extraction and lkin morality, 
but, even so, Milan’s pace had become a 
trifle too uncanny for her. From the day.of 
the chorus arrival dated the acute quarrel 
which ended in Natalie’s expulsion fro:n 
Servia and Milan's abdication in favor of 
his son.

abdication brought him by carousing in 
Paris, Nice and London. He gambled to his 
heart's content, until he was put out of 
a Paris club for cheating at cards. Then he

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sage of the devil. It. came straight from 
hell, and how a man who pretends to be 
a minister and a moral teacher can brin 
himself to uttter such shameful sentiment 
I cannot understan.’’

He was 
crowned at Belgrade and assumed the gov- 
(ernment on Aug. 22, 1872. 

| On Oct. 17, 1875, Milan married Natalie, 
daughter of Col. Keschko of the Russian 
Imperial Guard. 

| In 1885, by a revolution in Eastern Rou- 
-melia, that country became united to Bul- 
‘garia. Servia asserted that by this action 
the treaty of Berlin had been violated, and 
her qoasoney of Bulgaria led her to invade 
ithe latter's territory. 

The Bulgarian forces under Prince Alex- 
ander of Battenders resisted the inyasion, 
‘and after a brief warfare, in which the 
|Servians were badly worsted, an armistice 
| was declared.

Mr. Frey toki the Post-Dispatch Monday 
that the report will show that $300 was 
realized at the raffle, and that half of that 
sum was expended in the purchase of 
Coupons fer Miss Howells’ benefit. The re- 
mainder of the fund, he says, is ready to 
be applied to the purchase of filters as 
s00n as tests which are now being made 
shall be completed. 

J. W. Peters, former president of the 
school association, told the Post-Dispatch 
that many members of the body had ex- 
ressed dissatisfaction with the work of 
he committee, and said this dissatisfaction 
would probably assume definite form when 
the report should be made. 

Principal W. C. Dyer said: ‘I am not in 
position to speak for the committee, put I! 
do know that the main object of the raffle 
Was to secure. the trip to Paris for Miss 
Howells. ‘The filters were a secondary con- 
sideration, but enough money to pay for 
them was raised, and is avaijable for the 
purpose now. 

“We put in two filters last year, but found 
them unsatisfactory after a few mouths, 
and returned them. I then went to Mr. 
Coste, chairman of the building committee 
of the Board of Education, and asked his 
advice. He told me he was experimeiuting 
with filters, and asked us not to act until 
he was prepared to give definite information 
on the subject. We are now testing a filter 
that seems to be working weli, and I hope 
the whole school will be supplied with iil- 
tered water in the very near future. 

“As for the purchase of coupons for Miss 
Howells, I think it was fully understood 
and agreed to by all the members of the as- 
sociation that that should be done.”

PRESIDENT JONES OF DRAINAGE 
BOARD TELLS THE CONNECTION. 


CHICAGO FAVORS 
ST. LOUIS SHOW 


When It Is Ready Chicago Will Show 
How the Canal Has Benefited 
St. Louis. 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark., Feb. 11.—Mr. Alex- 
ander J. Jones, the president of the drain- 
age board of Hlinois, in an interview to- 
day regarding Chicago and Illinois atti- 
tude on St. Louts appropriations and 
World's Falr, said: ? 

“The suggestion that the 8t. Louis 
World's Fair appropriations and legislation 
should be opposed either at Springfield or 
at Washington, because of St. Louis’ op- 
position to the Chicago drainage canal, is 
not a Chicago sentiment, and is especially 
distasteful to the officials of the sanitary 
district. The St. Louis ceiebration is to 
commemorate one of the greatest events 
in American history, the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, and as it was this event more than 
any other which shifted the ‘seat of em- 
pire’ from the Atlantic states to the Mis- 
West. Valley and opened up the great 
Vest. 

“Chicago and Illinois should take a spe- 
cial interest in making the St. Louis cele- 
bration a success, 

‘The drainage canal controversy has now 
reached a stage where facts and not theo- 
ries are to be presented to the court for 
theo settlement forever of the question of 
whether running water purifies itself and 
whether St. louis is Injured or benefited by 
the opening of the canal. 

“We expect to show, and that, too, be- 
fore the St. Louis Exposition is opened, 
that it has been not only a sanitary benefi« 
but that the increased flow of 360,000 cubic 
feet of water per minute down the Illinois 
and Mississippi valleys has proven such a 
boon to navigation in all seasons of the 
year as to convince the most skeptical that 
the first and most important step has been 
taken in the construction of the great 
commercial waterway and ship canal to 
connect the great lakes with the city of 
St. Louis, and the city of St. Louis with 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

“Surely this achievement will be a fitting 
crown for the century’s development of the 
Louisiana purchase, and Chicago must 
claim a part in commemorating these 
events by favoring all reasonable appro- 
priations for the Exposition, both in Spring- 
fieldw and Washington, and following it up 
by making the same exhibit of the sanitary 
district and drainage canal that we made 
last year at the Paris Exposition.’’

REAL PRECINCT REGISTRATION. 


Mr. F. N. Judson’s letter, published in Friday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, states the case against the Nesbit election law. : 

The capital merit of the law of 1895, as Mr, Judson points 
out, was the precinct registration. 

In transferring registration from the central office to the 
precincts the chances of fraud and mistake were reduced to a 
minimum. The registration was completed in time to afford 
publicity so that errors might be corrected and fraud checked. 

Under that law the precinct was limited to 400 voters. The 
registration was* conducted openly, so that voters could see 
what was going on. The poll books were carefully scrutinized, 
every name being verified, and as a final precaution the names 
of voters were printed and conspicuously posted for every- 
body’s inspection, besides being distributed at the central of- 
fice to ali who desired them. 

Not any of these precautions avail under the present law, 
which cannot prevent fraud, even when honestly administered. 
The bulk of registration of many precincts is at the City Hall, 
where fraud can be practiced in spite of precaution. We must 
get back to real precinct registration, 
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The whole world will be expanded by the great Fair of 1903.

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CHIEF JUSTICE. SHOT 


INNOCENT VICTIM OF AN IN- 
DIGNANT FATHER’S RAGE. 


HAD SHIELDED HIS FRIEND 


The Latter Afterward Married the 
Young Woman Over Whom the 
Shooting Occurred. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Feb. 11.—A bullet 
fired by Jesse Beale, a prominent man of 
this city, struck and seriously wounded 
Thomas N. McClellan, chief justice of the 
Alabama Supreme Court. The shooting oc- 
curred early Sunday morning. Judge Mc- 
Clellan was struck in the right shoulder, 
the bullet shattering the shoulder bone. 

Judge McClellan was trying to prevent 
Beale from getting at John McQueen, s0- 
licitor of Jefferson County, who was in the 
house. He interfered with Beale, who pulled 
a pistol and fired. 

It had been reported to Beale that his 
daughter, Miss Carolyne, had been out all 
— ina cab with McQueen. Upon hearing 
this the enraged father, accompanied by his 
son, Phelan, armed with nistols and shot- 

uns, went to McClellan's house after Mc- 

ueen. 

After Judge McClellan had been shot the 
Beales ran into McQueen's room. He had 
left, and later it was learned hid in the 
closet. Young Beale fired his revolver six 
times in the closet, but no bullet took ef- 
fect. The police soon arrived and the 
Beales were placed under arrest. 

It later developed that Miss Beale and 
McQueen had taken tea at a restaurant, 
and while on the way home decided to get 
married. About midnight they drove to the 
residence of Judge of Probate Gaston and 
syquessed a marriage license. Judge Gaston 
refused under the circumstances, where- 
upon the couple spent the balance of the 
night searching for a justice of the peace 
to marry them. Falling in this Miss Béale 
stayed at a girl's friend house and Mc- 
Queen went to McClellan’s residence. Miss 
Beale has long been a reigning belle in Ala- 
bama. A few months ago her engagement 
to a wealthy capitalist of Pittsburg was 
announced, 

At 1 o'clock Sunday Miss Beale and Me- 
Queen were married and left on a bridal 
trip to New Orleans. McQueen is solicitor 
of Jefferson County and ex-member of the 
General Assembly. ’ , 

The Beales are held to await the condi- 
tion of Judge McClellan.
